Init EMDEN SINKS 
4 MORE BRITISH 
SHIPS, 3 IN ALL 


LONDON, Sept. hs ik Official News 
Bureau announced today that the Ger- 
man cruiser Emden has sunk four Brit- 
ish steamships and a collier. 

The statement of the bureau is as fol- 
lows: 

“The Admiralty announces that the 
German cruiser Emden, during the past 
few days, has captured and sunk in the 
Indian Ocean the British steamers Tu- 
meric, King Lud, Riberia and Foyle, and 
captured the collier Bursk. 

“The crews of the above vessels were 
transferred to the steamer Gryfedale, 
which also was captured, but later re- 
leased in order to take the crews to 
Colombo, where they arrived this morn- 
ing.”’ 

The Emden has been operating in the 
Gulf of Bengal. She was reported re- 
cently at Madras, where she conducted 
a brief bombardment of that port, and 
later at Pondicherry. 

The previous official British state- 
ment dealing with the activities of the 
German cruiser. Emden, iggued Sept. 2, 
told of the capture of six British steam- 
ers in the Bay of Bengal and the sink- 
ing of five af them The names of the 
steamers were given as the Indus, Lo- 
val, Killin, Diplomat, Frabbock and Ka- 
tinga.

and for different interests. Each is 
acting with different means of offense 
and defense; each, in a word, occupied 
a position peculiar to itself. 

In the midst of the confusion of 
events which will soon overwhelm us 
from every side it will be impossible to 
keep one’s bearings unless he knows 
the position of each belligerent Power. 

So, as we go on observing as occa- 
sion may offer, we shall discern these 
interests, motives and methods of of- 
fense and defense. Today we shall ex- 
amine this point: 

For what reason has England taken 
the field om the side of France? 

In the speech he delivered in the 
House of Commons on Aug. 3 Sir Ed- 
ward Grey clearly defined England's 
position among the belligerents. She 
was then still free from any obligation. 
The French and English General Staff 
had for some time been working out the 
plans of the eventual military opera- 
tions that the two governments might 
have to carry out if they should some 
day find themselves fighting side by 
side. 

Why Did England Declare Wart 

Everything was ready for an offensive 
and defensive alliance, but the two Gov- 
ernments had not yet assumed recip- 
rocal obligations of any kind. On the 
evening of Aug. 8 England could sstill 
declare herself neutral, and it would 
seem that Germany was still that very 
day trying to persuade her not to take 
arms. For what reason did England 
declare war on Germany on the day fol- 
lowing? 

" The apparent reason was Belgium. On 
that very day the Chancellor of the Ger- 
man empire announced in the Reichstag 
that Germany would violate the neu- 
trality of Belgium, because he who is 
fighting cdnnot heed international law; 
and the next day England sent to Ger- 
many the ultimatum: Respect Belgium 
or go to war. 

But Belgium was the pretext for the 
war rather than the reason—the mag- 
nificent pretext offered by Germany to 
the parties in England that had for long 
been wanting war. England also had 
guaranteed the neutrality of Belgium. 
By violating it Germany was offend- 
ing England whose honor was now 
pledged to unsheath the sword. In En- 
giand friends of peace and partisans 
of war have been—and cannot fail to 
be—in agreement in recognizing that 
war was inevitable as soon as the Ger- 
man armies had crossed the Belgian 
frontier. 

But it is to be believed that even if 
Germany had not imprudently furnished 
England with that splendid pretext, En- 
gland would have sought and found an- 
other. 

For a long time the Conservative 
party and a considerable section of the 
Liberal party of Emgland have been 
agreed that if Germany should attack 
France, England must take the field 
with Russia in her defense, in order to 
prevent Germany from further aggran- 
dizement upon the Continent, and from 
becoming the arbiter of Europe. 

This is the real reason why England 
today stands side by side with France 
against Germany, just as a century ago 
she was directing the struggle against 
Napoleon. 

Germany Might Become Menace. 

It is a most potent reason; for Ger- 
many has now reached a point in her 
history and development at which she 
might by further expansion become more

TO MAKE WAR THIS YEAR, 
A. CONAN DOYLE CHARGES 


Says Assassinations in 


Bosnia Had No Reali 


Part in Bringing Crisis, as Another Pretext 
Would Have Been Found.

LONDON, Sept. 25. 


T will be a fascinating task for the historian of the immediate future to 
work out the various strands of evidence which seems to. be independent, 
and yet, when followed up, converge upon the central purpose of a pre- 
arranged war for the late summer of 1914, a war in which Germany should 
be the prime mover and instigator, and Austria the dupe and the cat’s paw. 

Of coursé, there are some great facts patent to all the world. There is 
the sudden and rapid acceleration of Germian preparations for the last two 
years, the great increase of the army with the colors, and the special 
emergency tax which was to bring in $50,000,000. Looking back, we can see 
very cleatly that these things were the run before the jump. 


Germany, at the moment of declaring 
war, had accumulated, by processes ex- 
tending over years, all the money which 
by borrowing and taxation she could 
raise, and she cannot really expect the 
rest of the world to believe it a mere 
eoineidencée that the crisis came along 
at that particnlar and favorable mo- 
ment. 

Assasainuation Net Cause. 


All the evidence tends to show that 
the long-planned outbreak—the “letting 
go,” as it was called in Germany—was 
¢érefully prepared for that particular 
date, and that the Bosnian assassina- 
tions (June 2%) had nothing whatever to 
a6 with the matter. A pretext could be 
véry easily found, as Gen. von Bern- 
hardi remarks, and if the Crown Prince 
of Austria were still alive and well, we 
should none the less have found our- 


selves at déath-grips with the Kaiser 
over the Belgian infraction. 


There are a number of small indica- 
tions which will have to be investigated 
and collected by the inquiring chron- 
icler. There is, for example, the recep- 
tion of guns for the merchant cruiser 
in a South American port, which must 
have been sent off not later than July 
10, three weeks before the crisis de- 
veloped. There is a document of this 
same date, found upon a German officer, 
which is said to have censured him for 
not having answered some mobilization 
form of Monday. 

Then there is the abnormal quantity 
of grain ordered in Canada and Amer- 
ica in May, and finally there is the re- 
ceipt of mobilization warnings by the 
Austrian reservists in South America, 
advising them that they should return 


at a date which must pines their issue! 
from Vienna in the first week in July. 
Surprise Intended. 

All these smal! incidents show the ab- 
surdity of the German contention that 
at a moment of profound peace, some 
sort of surprise was sprung on them. 
There was, indeed, a surprise intended. 
but they were the surprisers, though 
indeed, I think, their machinations were 
too clumsy to succeed. 


They had retained the immortality of, 
but had lost the ability ror, that sud- 
den tiger pounce which Frederick, in 
a moment of profound peace, made 
upon Silesia. I fancy that every chan- 
cellory in Europe suspected that some- 
thing was in the wind. 

It surely was not a mére coincidence 
that the grand fleet lay ready for ac- 
tion at Spithead, and that the first army 
corps were practicing some very useful 
exercises at Aldershot. After all, our 
administration is not so simple, indeed, 
as it sometimes seems. Indeed, that 
very simplicity may be at times its 
most deadly mask. 

At one time in my life I was much 
bruised in spirit over the case with 
which foreigners were shown over our 
arsenals and yards. Happening to meet 
thé head of the naval intelligence de- 
partment, I confined my trouble to him. 
It was at a public banquet, where con- 
versation was restricted. But he turned 
his head toward me, and his left eyelid 
flickered for an instant. Since then I 
have never needed any reassurances 
upon the subject. 

But there {s another matter which 
will insist coming back into one’s 
thoughts, when one reviews the events 
which preceded the war. I was in Can- 
ada in June, and the country was very 
much disturbed by the fact that a shin- 
load of Hindoos had arrived at Van- 
couver and had éndeavored to land in 
the face of antl-Asiatic immigration 
laws. 

It struck me at the time as a most 
extraordinary incident, for these Indians 
were not the usual Bengalee peddiler, 
but Sikhs of the brown martial race. 
What could be their object in endeavo-- 
ing to land in Canada, when the climate 
of that country would make it impossi- 
ble for them to settre tn it? It was a

Recalls Motor Tour. 
In eonnection with the date at which 


the long-expected German war was fo 
break out, it is of interest now to re- 
nemrber some of the conversations to 
wh..h I lHstened three years ago, when 
I was a competitor in an Anglo-German 
motor competition called “‘The Prince 
Henry Tour.”’ 

It Was 4 very singular experience, and 
was in itself not without some political 
méaning, since it could hardly be by 
chance that a German gunboat should 
appear at Agadir at the very instant 
when the head of the German navy was 
making himself very agreeable to a 
number of Britons, and so genial an 
international atmosphere was created 
that 70 or 9) cars were sent on a trip 
of hospitality through both countries. 

I refuse to believe it was chance, and 
it was a remarkable example of the de- 
tails to which the Germans can descend. 
By the rules of the competition, a Ger- 
man officer had to be present in ‘each 
British car, and a British officer in 
éach German one, during the whole 
threé weeks, in order to check the marks 
of the driver. 

It was certainly an interesting sit- 
uation, since every car had its for- 
sign body within it, which had to be 
assimilated gsémehow, with the alter- 
native of constant discomfort.

Villa’s Announcement Is Recelved by 
State Department, 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Formal an- 
nouncement from Gen. Villa that he 
will not be a candidate for President or 
Vice-President of Mexico was received 
at the State Department yesterday 
through Consular Agent Carrothers, at 
Chihwahua City. This dispatch, the 
first to reach Washington from the in- 
terior of Mexico since Villa’s revolt 
against Gen. VTarranza’s authority as 
first chief of the Constitutionalists, 
greatly strengthened the hopes of of- 
ficials here for a peaceful adjustment 
of the difficulties between the two 

leaders. 

Special significance was attached to 
Villa’s assurance because it follows so 
closely the declaration of Gen. Car- 
ranza that he would not become a can- 
didate if Villa would give a similar 
promise and all the military leaders 
were eliminated as presidential possi- 
bilities. It is generally believed in of- 
ficial circles that if Gen. Carranza re- 
signs Thursday, as has been declared 
he will, the convention called by him 
for that date will name as his successor 
Fernando Yglesias Calderon, whose se- 
lection has been demanded by Villa. 

Gen. Funston, commanding the Amer- 
ican forces at Vera Cruz, informed the 
War Department that Gen. Zapata, the 
Southern rebel leader, had lodged a pro- 
test with him against the surrender of 
Vera Cruz to the Carranza Government. 
Zapata made it plain that he did not 
recognize Carranza as the first chief 
of the Constitutionalists.

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CLAYTON BILL HAS 
FILIBUSTER ASPECT 


Calls for Quorums and Searches 
for Senate Absentees Follow 
in Succession. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—The fight 
of Senator Reed of Missouri on the 
Clayton anti-trust bill conference 
agreement took on the aspects of a 
filibuster today when he resumed the 
attack. The Missouri Senator is be- 
ing assisted by Senators Nelson, Bo- 
rah and Kenyon for the Republican 
side. 

Reed today read into the Congres- 
sional Record the St. Louis TPost- 
Dispatch analysis of the Clayton 
bill, printed on Sept. 10, and the 
comment on the weak points in tne 
i easure. 

Reed, in a speech yesterday, charged 
his Democratic colleagues with handling 
the trusts with soft-gloved hands, and 
with proposing that instead of trust ex- 
terminations ‘‘no rude Sheriff or Mar- 
shal is to lay callous fingers upon the 
perfumed collar of captains of indus- 
try.”’ 

Says Conferees Capitulated. 

He declared that the bill as agreed te 
in conference should be called ‘“‘the con- 
ferees’ capituation;” that im removing 
criminal penalties for various offenses 
the conferees had treated with monopoly 
as under a white flag and to soothing 
melodies of ‘“‘peace on earth; good wiil 
to the trusts.’’ 

“When the Clayton bill was first 
written,’’ he added, “it was a raginz 
lion with a mouthful of teeth. It has 
degenerated to a tabby cat with soft 
gums, a plaintive mew and an anemic 
appearance. It is a sort of legislative 
apology to the trust, delivered hat in 
hand, and accompanied by assurances 
that no discourtesy is intended.’’ 

“The President,” he continued, “askec 
for laws applicable to trusts and cor- 
porations and to the practices of trusts 
and corporations. He asked relief for 
eppressed and outraged business and 
now come the conferees with soft gloved 
hands and tender delicate words pro- 
posing to cut the injured business men 
off from the right to use decisions here- 
tofore rendered against wroneful cor- 
yorations and practically cutting him 
off from the use of decisions in cases 
now pending in the courts. 

‘“The members of this Congress com- 
pared with that which passed the Sher- 
man law are a lot of wet nurses as 
against soldiers on the field of battle, 
swords in hand. John Sherman and 
other Republicans of that day, were 
fearless in their stand against the 
trusts. Their little fighers were stronger 
than our lions.’’ 

The conference agreement, the Sen- 
ator asserted, would be welcomed by 
men who organized the Standard Oil 
.o., the Tobacco Trust, the Sugar 
Trust, or ‘‘the men who looted the New 
Haven Railroad, and they would s.iand 
around it like scores of witches singing 
around the cauldron ‘bubble, bubble, 
boil and bubble—this ill will cause us 
no troule.’ ”’

A VICIOUS AMENDMENT. : 


| Several members of the Civic League with the 
approval of the Executive Committee are doing 
good work in directing the attention of the 
people of Missouri to the real meaning and 
purpose of constitutional amendment No. 1, 
which is to be submitted to a vote in the 
November election. 

Ostensibly an amendment to prevent the sub- 
mission ofa single tax amendment, it is intended 
to prevent the submission of any proposal to 
amend the present antiquated and iniquitous 
tax system. 

Not only does it forbid the submission of any 
tax amendment, but by its provisions concerning 
initiative and referendum petitions it strikes a 
surreptitious but effective blow at direct legis- 
lation. Under its provisions for the certifying 
of initiative petitions it would be extremely diffi- 
cult to assure an election on the proposals to be 
submitted. The work of obtaining signatures 
to a petition might be nullified. by the neglect 
of a single County Clerk or County Court in 
any county in the State. The prohibition against 
the submission of the same proposal within six 
years after its defeat seems to apply and is vir- 
tually intended to apply to the referendum as 
well as the fnitiative. Bad legislative enactments 
may thus be protected against the referendum 
for six years. 

To cap the climax of this outrageous proposal 
and to fasten its vicious provisions upon the 
people it prohibits the submission of a proposal 
for its appeal. The people are asked to bind 
themselves never to make any changes in the 
tax system of the State. 

The folly of the Missouri voters, if they ap- 
prove. amendment No. 1, will only be exceeded 
by the treachery of the men who are trying to 
dupe them through the single tax bugaboo into 
accepting it.

Senator Reed permits no Missourian to doubt 
that, although the pending Clayton anti-trust bill 
as reported out of conference may be the best 
the administration can get under the circum-

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FIRST OHIEF CARRANEA ‘*RECALLED.”’ 

The irreducible minimum in conditions on 
which, as named fn Villa’s ultimatum, the peace 
could be kept in Mexico was Carranza’s elimina- 
tion from the presidential possibilities. 

Carranza’s reply to this ultimatum named an- 
other irreducible minimum: That Villa himself 
must be eliminated. But Villa had always insisted 
that he did not want the presidency and he 
promptly notified Washington of his acceptance 
of the Carranza conditions. 

So the prospect is that watchful waiting, which 
has been undismayed during more serious crises 
of the past, will justify itself in another brilliant 
vindication. That the two Constitutional leaders 
should have quarreled in the hour of victory seems 
further evidence of an incapacity on Carranza’s 
part at critical times, which will diminish the re- 
gret felt at his deposition from the leadership 
with which we have associated him from the dark- 
est period in the history of the Constitutional 
cause. 

Villa, impatient because of the slow progress 
made since Huerta’s exile, now nearly three 
months ago, suspicious perhaps of the Cientifico 
intrigues that have so often defeated Mexican bet- 
terments heretofore, formulated last week four 
demands of obvious wisdom and soundness. These 
demands related to the Constitutional conference 
called for Oct. 1 and were as follows: 

1. That the conference give a pledge to re- 
establish National and State Governments 
within $0 days after the conference ad- 
journed. 

2. That no present army officer should de 
eligible as a candidate for any elective office. 

3. That Federal and State Legislatures be 
convened immediately. 

4. That the electoral college be selected 
for choosing the permanent president. 

Three of the demands insisted on expedition in 
setting up civil government, that the country’s re- 
covery from the abnormal conditions of war. might 
begin at the earliest possible moment. What was 
there utreasonable in these demands? The only 
remaining demand was that no army officer should 
be put in the presidency. When Mexico’s unfor- 
tunate experience with military dictators is re- 
membered, can this be said to be unwise or im- 
prudent? 

But Carranza ignored the demands. He fs also 
charged with ignoring the Torreon agreement, 
made at a former time when it began to be un- 
certain as to just what the Constitutionalists were 
fighting for. He may, as Villa said at a time of 
earlier amity, have the “brain of an Anglo-Saxon 
and the soul of a Latin.” But his Latin tempera- 
ment must have obscured his Anglo-Saxon clear- 
tess of vision. 

Villa is the great figure of the revolution. But 
for his series of victories, beginning a little more 
than a year*ago, Carranza would now be a fugi- 
tive and Huerta would be ruling by murder at 
Mexico City. To ignore him in peace is as fatu- 
ous as to ignore him in war, for until it is dis- 
illusioned, Mexico will believe him still loyal to 
the great principles of reform for which he pro- 
fessed he was fighting. 
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KITCHENER’S “WEAKNESS. 

Kitchener of Khartoum, Britain's “soldier su- 
preme,” seems to be doing fairly good work sup- 
plying men and munitions for the actual fight- 
ing, but he shows to poor advantage beside 
Churchill and Beresford in giving out advance 
announcements of what the allies are going to 
do to Germany when they get around to it. 
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HOW THEY CAN AVOID IT. 
Bankers who don’t wish to be placed on Sec- 
retary McAdoo’s list of money hoarders can 
avoid it by ceasing to hoard; by releasing their 
funds, above the legal reserve, for the legiti- 
mate needs of business. 

Bankers who resent being listed as usurers 
can avoid it by ceasing to charge extortionate 
interest rates. 

Those who, forgetting they are chartered to 
serve commerce and not to strangle it, continue 
hoarding and practicing usury, will, thanks to 
the Secretary’s publicity plan, buy their excess 
profits at the cost of public favor.

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EXPORTS rRUM 
NEW YORK ARE 
UN THE UPTURN 


Merchandise Shipments Last 
Month Were $3,200,000 
Heavier Than a Year Ago.

NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—The en- 
ing Post, in its copyrighted fina icial 
review today, Savs: 

“Little that was new deevloped in 
the markets of the day; foreign ex- 
change halted in its advance, and 
even the rise in the bid for the city 6 
per cents was checked. All this meant 
nothing more than one of those fa- 
miliar pauses of a market to take its 
bearings after definite movements in 
one direction Or another. It might be 
imagined that the markets reflected 
the character of the -war news— 
which, for its own part, reflected a 
situation in which nothing whatever 
seemed today to be happening, but 
which had about it a geen though 
vague, suggestion of a really impor- 
tant turn in events, now close at 


hand. 
Exports Are Heavy. 


“A staiement of considerable interest 
today was the showing of last week's 
merchandise exports from New York. 
The total was $20,000,000, which is $3,- 
en a above 1913, and the largest sum 
total for the week in at least a decade 
past. It follows a similar increase over 
1913 in the week precéding, and the strik- 
ing fact about both weeks is that the 
wheat exports were not of the huge vol- 
ume of a month ago, so that other mer- 
chandise must have chiefly made up 
the exceptiona] magnitude of the ex- 
ports. This is the drift of things in the 
foreign trade movement, which will heJp 
the difficulties of foreign exchange. 


Foreign Exchange Less Active 


“The foreign exchange market was 
less active than yesterday, but quota- 
tions were only fractionally below those 
of yesterday, sight drafts on London 
selling at 4.99144, as against 5.01 yester- 
day, and cable remittances 56.00%. 
against 5.02 yesterday. 

“The market was not as active, but a 
large volume of business was handled, 
the members of the $100,000,000 gold 
pool were actively at work trying to 
+ agg up the details as soon as possi- 


e. 
“It was evident that the banks of the 
five large cities were willing to give up 
more gold than their allotments called 
for, but that some difficulty had been 
experienced in getting definite action 
from some of the interior institutions. 
It is believed, however, that the 1 
will be fully organized by the last of 
the week, and that within a day or two 
the New York committee will begin to 
cperate on a large scule in the foreign 
exchange market. 

“Bankers in various cities were 
communicating with the leading fi- 
nanciers of this city, asking specific 
inforation as to t e movement of 
exchange and the possibility of estab- 
lishing the market upon a materially 
lower basis after the gold pool was 
formed. 

“These inquiries excited consider- 
able interest and were based on the 
theory that much depended upon the 
trend ‘of exchange from now on. 
ferent many bankefs Laving lafge re- 
mittances to make to Europe in con- 
nection with early October maturi- 
ties were trying to strengthen their 
foreign balances in preparation for 
the corporation payments which will 
have to be made. 

“It was evident that some of Giaee 
engagements had to do with the pay- 
ing off of loans made here in July by 
various London banks. Most of these 
run for 90 days’ periods and will have 
to be cared for when they come due 
next month. 


Bond Prices React. 


“The New York City notes reacted 
partially from the high level of prices 
touched yesterday, and it was apparent 
that some of the speculative holders 
had taken advantage of the sharp rise 
in the price of the three-year notes to 
sell out at a profit. The three-year 
at 102%, as against a 
high level yesterday of 108%, while the 
two-year issue touched 101%, as against 
101%. Some of the one-year notes 
changed hands at 100%, which was about 
a half point down for the day. This de- 
cline was natural enough under the cir- 
cumstances and represented nothing 
more than the liquidation which often 
follows a sharp rise in the price of a 
security which has just been allotted by 
public subscription. 

“Some of the selling was evide tly 
by banks which took the notes orig- 
inally, under an agreement that they 
should not be resold until such time 
as the syndicate gave notice of its 
willingness to have them offered pri- 
vately. The quarter rise in prices fol- 
lowing the allotment of the notes no 
doubt influenced the bankers to per- 
mit the original buyers to sell the 
notes that they had taken under the 
terms of the 50-per-cent-withdrawal 
provision. 

“The whole market has been helped, 
however, by the success of this loan, 
and the chances now are that from 
now on there will be other offerings 
of notes by various cities and states 
that have found it: difficult, if not 
impossible, to interest any bankers in 
a long-term bond issue at this time. 
“Some of the investment houses 
which have done little or no business 
since the closing of the Exchange. 
have been able to sell large blocks 
of the city notes to clients who could 
not be induced to buy any securities, 
no matter how high grade they were, 
under the old terms. 

“This activity in New York City notes 
has indirectly helped all the really high- 
srade note issues, especially those which 
can be sold at prices which show an 
investment return of close to 6 per cent, 

“It is clear that the banks of the 
large reserve cities will be called upon 
to finance the requirements of many 
cities and towns which have maturing 
note issues to pay off in the near future. 

*“‘Many such issues were sold last year 
and the year before, and although a 
great many of them will be renewed by 
their holders, the borrowers will have 
to have the protection of a banker’s 
syndicate, just as New York City had 
to have in the case of the recent loan 
sold here.’”’
